For running the Club, 
the Secretary is liberally rewarded, as described on the facing 
age.

Club known as the Half Price Economy Club, in which no 
Premiums are received by the members, but ‘the members 
order Larkin Products alone at one-half the prices printed in 
the catalog.

This Club usually is made up of 
ten members, each of whom 
agrees to purchase $1 worth of 
Products with each order. The 
Club runs for ten orders. Each 
member purchases $1 worth of Products each time 
for ten times. Thus, in all, she buys $10 worth of 
Larkin Products and receives, without extra cost, a 
Larkin Premium of her choice offered with a $10 pur- 
chase of Products. 








NOTHER well-liked Lar- 
kin Club is the Club-of-5. 
This Club consists of five 

members, each of whom buys $2 

worth of Larkin Products each 
order. The Club runs for five suc- 
cessive orders. Thus, each mem- 
ber buys in all $10 worth of 

Larkin Products, and is entitled, without extra cost, 

to a-Larkin Premium offered with a $10 purchase of 

Products. Oftentimes a Club-of-5 can be organized 

among one’s own folks, since you only have four 

other members to get besides yourself.

Of course, a member who takes two 
shares makes double the purchases and is 
entitled to double the value in Premiums. 
For her $2 each order in the Club, she will 
purchase in all $20 worth of Larkin Prod- 
ucts and be entitled to a Premium given 
with a $20 purchase. 

Many of your members will be glad to 
join for two shares so as to secure the 
more valuable Larkin Premiums, 


> Make a list of those whom you wish 


Let us suppose that “mother” (or sister) is the first name on your 
list. When your catalog arrives (or even before, since there are so 
many Premiums shown in this Larkin Club Magazine) you will 
want to show some of the Larkin Premiums offered with a $10 pur- 
chase of Larkin Products. Point out to the one whom you have 
selected as your first Club member, all the different Premiums from 
which she may choose. When she sees that she may get, without 
one cent of extra purchase cost beyond the Larking Products she 
buys in your Club, such things as a set of Rogers’ Silverware, a 
pretty lamp, a comfortable rocker, or some other longed-for home 
improvement, she will be eager indeed to join your Club. 

And be sure to show her the different Larkin Products, such as pure 
foods, soaps, toilet articles, perfumes, paints, etc. of which she can 
buy $1 worth each time until with ten such purchases she has ob- 
tained her Premium. 


It’s a good idea to ask each one if she has some one in mind whom 
she would like to see in the Club. In this way oftentimes you will 
secure the names of others to ask, who are not on your original list. 

Thus if it’s not convenient. for some of your friends, whom you 
have planned on, to join your Club, you will have other names to 
~ take their place. 
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EASILY START YOUR LARKIN CLUB/ 


name on your list. Perhaps it is your next door neigh- 

bor. Run in and see her with your Larkin Catalog and 
point out to her just as you did to member No. 1, the lovely 
Premiums she may get through the purchase of Larkin 
Products. Be sure to point out to her the difference between 
the store way of buying, where she has nothing that lends 
lasting beauty and comfort to her home. Then contrast 
such buying with the Larkin factory-to-family Plan, where- 
by after she has used her household supplies she has some- 
thing like silverware, furniture, blankets or something else 
of her selection, to show for her money. 

After she has accepted your invitation, invite her, too, 
to suggest some relative or friend whom she would like to 
see in the Club. Quite frequently Secretaries secure enough 
names by this method to organize two Clubs instead of one. 
As we have said, you not only get the names on your own 
list as members, but as well you obtain a great many 
additional members through the suggestions of those who 
join the Club. 

After you have secured members No. 1 and No. 2, pro- 
ceed with your invitations until your Club is completed. 
Then if you have a considerable number of others whom you 
wish to invite, you will find it profitable indeed to organize 
a second Club. 


4 After securing member No. 1, call upon the second 


When you have all your mem- 

bers, hold an organization meet- 

ing of your Club. At this little 
party one of the first things to do is 
to determine the order of the Pre- 
mium turns. One member has the 
privilege of choosing her Premium 
each order. You can arrange the 
turns to suit the plans of your mem- 
bers, or by alphabetical order of the 
names, or if agreeable to all, by draw- 
ing numbered slips from a box or hat. 
Deciding the Premium turn is al- 
ways a lot of fun. 





When the Premium turn has been 
decided, ask the member whose turn 
is No. 1, to choose the Premium she 
desires. Probably the member has al- 
ready decided on her Premium. If 
she has not, you may be sure the 
other Club members will have help- 
ful suggestions. 


When you invite your members to the party, 
6 explain that they should come prepared to 

give you their orders in the Club. Before they 
leave, collect their individual orders. If a member 
has a $1 share, ask her for her order of $1 worth of 
Products and her dollar. If a member has two $1 
shares, she will select $2 worth of Larkin Products. 
Ask each member to write her order on a slip 
of paper with her name on it, or take the orders 
down in a memorandum book of your.own. 


At the time of collecting the order, also collect 
from each of your members a sufficient amount to 
pay the delivery charges on thetr order. Of course, 
delivery charges vary. Perhaps if for the first order 
you collect 10c from each member, it will serve asa 
fair estimate of the delivery cost of the Product 
box. Then the second order you can adjust the 
payments of your members to accord with the 
delivery cost. Also inform each member that she 
pays the delivery charge for her Premium.

and write them inthe proper spaces. For example: Larkin Boraxine 
may be ordered by several members. Put the total number of Boraxine 
packages in the space provided. Write in the proper space the Premium 
member No. 1 has selected, and place of delivery. Lastly, enclose amount 
to pay for order in the form of money order, check or registered mail. 


When the box of Products arrives, empty it on a table. Start with the 
order of member No. 1, laying aside the packages that she has ordered, 
together with her slip.

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Questions and Answers 


about your Larkin Club 


1. How many Club members do I need? 


Usually a Larkin Club consists of ten members, each of whom 
agrees to buy $1 worth of Larkin Products each order in the 
Club. You can form a Club, however, of as few as five members. 


2, What must my Club ordér amount to? 


In order to earn a Reward, the Club order each time must amount 
to $10 or more. 


3. How is the amount divided among the Club members? 


Since you must have a Club order of $10, if you have ten members 
in your Club, each takes a $1 share. In other words, each agrees to 
buy $1 worth of Larkin Products each order. If you have less than 
ten members, some of the members must take enough more shares 
at $1 each to make up the $10. Thus if you have only eight mem- 
bers, two of them will each take an extra $1 share in the Club to 
make up the required amount. When your Club consists of only 
five members, the shares are $2 shares per order, instead of a $1 
share. 


4, How many orders does a Larkin Club send? 


The number of orders in a Larkin Club series depends upon 
whether it is a $1 share Club of more than five members, or a $2 
share Club of five members. In the former instance, the Club will 
send ten orders at some regular interval of time you determine 
upon, such as two weeks or a month. 


5, How do I arrange for members to get their Premiums? 


Each $10 order brings a Premium given with a $10 purchase. This 
Premium is taken in turn each month by the members. Usually 
the turn is determined by any arrangement that is agreeable to all. 


6. Suppose a Club member has two shares. Does she get two Premiums? 


When a Club member has two shares, she usually takes two turns 
in the Club. In other words, a member has as many turns in the 
Club as she has $1 shares. Each turn she is entitled 
to a Premium given with a $10 purchase of Products 
or $10 in Larkin Coupons. Oftentimes members take

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7. Suppose a member wishes a Larkin Premium offered with a larger 
purchase of Larkin Products than her $10 Premium value in the 
Club? 


The usual way is for her to add enough money at the time her 
Premium turn comes to the $10 Premium value which is hers, to 
make up the value of the Premium. For example, suppose she has 
picked out a Premium offered with a $25 purchase of Larkin 
Products. She will have $15 in Larkin Coupons extra to pay. 
Instead of paying Larkin Coupons, she may pay it in cash. To 
determine the amount of cash necessary always divide the amount 
of extra coupons, to make up the amount needed, by two. In this 
instance she would have to pay $7.50 cash extra. 


8. Is a member limited each time to the amount of purchases according 
to the Club shares she has agreed to buy? 


No. At any time a member may buy more than her agreed Club 
share. Suppose she has agreed upona $1 share in the Club. She 
would select the amount of Products at catalog prices to make 
up her dollar’s worth of purchases. Then she could buy anything 
extra she desires, usually at half the catalog price. 


‘9. Who pays the delivery charges? 


As a rule the Secretary collects a sufficient estimated amount at 
the time of the first order from each member, to cover her share of 
the delivery charges. 


If she has a 10-member Club and estimates the delivery charges at 
a dollar, she will collect 10c from each member. The Club member 
who gets the Premium pays the delivery charges of the Premium. 
Since each has a Premium turn, this is a just and proper arrange- 
ment. 


10. What are Larkin Coupons? 


Larkin Coupons are Larkin “Currency” issued in place of Prem- 
iums. A Club member may at any time request these Coupons 
to be used at a later date in exchange for a Premium. Larkin 
Coupons are issued in the following denominations: 5c, $2, $5 
and $10. 


11. What are a Secretary's Rewards? 


Each Club order the Secretary gets in Larkin Coupons or Prem- 
ium value one-quarter of the amount of money she has remitted 
with the Club order. If, for example, she has sent in $10 to pay 
for the Club order, she receives $2.50 in Larkin Coupons as her 
reward. If she has sent in $16, she receives $4 in Larkin Coupons. 
Since the members are usually buying more than their exact 
Club share, her Reward each time is usually very worthwhile.
